BETTING TAXES. 


The efforts of the Home Govern- 
ment to sectire revenue from bet- 


ting on horse-racing have not 
*}proved as satisfactory ns was 
hoped. As a consequence, the 


rate ofthe betting tax has now. 


been redupéd from two to-one per 
cent. When the Budget was in- 
troduced, the hope was expressed 
that the yearly yield from these 
taxes would he £3,250,000, but it 
has since been shown that, on the 
basis of the out-turn so far, there 
ig lite probability that the sum 
received will ‘exceed £2,500,000, 
Tlowever, the! reduction in the tax 
ia now expected to increase the 
yield somewhat. “One of the rea- 
sons cited by Mr. Winston Chur 
chill for the disappointment ex- 
perienced up to the present Ia that 
other: attractions’ are competing 
with racing.
